London, March '23. — !Much interest is 
manifested in eommercial circles over 
the announcement that a leading iron 
lirni has made extensive ])urehases of 
pig iron in Alabama ami is arranging 
lor further purchases. Commenting up- 
on this, the Iron and Coal Trade Review 
says that " England is threatened with 
an invasion of -Vmerieaii pig iron. This 
is one of the most serious blows to the 
eupreiuaey of Great Britain as a manu- 
facturing nation." 

During tbe diacussion in the House of 
Commons on the second reading of the 
bill introduced by Mr. W^ilter Long, 
president of the hoard of agriculture, jiro- 
viding for the iieniiaiieiit exclusion of 
foreign bred cattle, Mr. J. Martin 
White (I/iberal), nieinber^for Forfarshi.e 
and a merchant of Xew York City, Mr. 
Iv, ,J. Price (Liberal), Ut. Hon. Sir Geo. 
Trevelyan (Liberal), formerly secretary 
of Stale for Scotland, and others o])- 
jwacd the measure, urging that there 
was no danger in the .uuportation of 
Canadian cattle, and claiming that the 
passage of the bill would seriously in- 
jure British stock raisers. 

Mr. Long, in rejily, said that the bill 
was einly intended to give the .security 
necessary to llie fanners. Tbe govern- 
ment did not desire to do anylhintr 
which would be regarded as oU'ensive or 
unfriendly to so loyal and splendid a 
colony as Canada. He denied that the 
bill was intended for protection except 
against disease. 

Kt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, the govern- 
ment leader, spoke in favor of the bill 
repeating the iiointa in the argument 
made by Mr. Long, its author. 

The bill was then read a second time, 
receiving 244 votes. 

The Times has an editorial in which 
it admits that parliament is justified in 
fully debating Mr. Long's bill to per- 
petuate the restrictions of the importa- 
tion of Canadian cattle. "The debate 
has shown, however," the Times adds, 
"that Mr. Long was acting upon evi- 
dence and arguments which are diiiicult 
to resist." 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
says: •' In the course of the debate in 
the reichstag over the bill embracing 
Dr. Ijieber'a |)lan to form a sinking fund, 
Count von Kardort confessed that the 
German bimetallists were bitterly dis- 
apjiointed at the declaration of the ]5rit- 
ish cabinet, to the eli'ect that although 
Great Britain would participate in an 
international monetary conference Great 
Britaiij herself would not recetle from a 
single gold standard,"

SIRAUDLEY COOTE DISAPPOINT], 1) 

The Hawaiian Government not in a Posi- 
tion to Accept His Proposition— Portu. 
gnese Emigration to Africa. 

HoKOLULu, II. I., March 15. — Sir 
Audley Coote, who called here for a day 
on his way hotne by the Monowai, spent 
tbe time at his disposal while that 
steamer remained in port in conference 
with President Dole and bis cabinet on 
cable matters, the proposed connection 
with the Orient practically monopoli/.ing 
attention. In this regard Sir Audley 
as.siircd llu! Hawaiian goveninieiit thai, 
he had already secured .hi panose cajiilal 
to proceed at once with the c.oustru(ttion 
of till' line: Ik; asked that he be dele- 
gati.'d to leiiresent the republic of the 
islands in closing a contract with his 
.lajiaiiese princii)ala on the lines of the 
draft nureement submitted some time 
ago to President Dole and his (;olleagues. 
These gentlemen, although expres.sing 
every confidence in Sir Audley and great 
appreciation of his action in advancing 
preliminaries to their present satisfactory 
stage, concluded that they could not 
under the constitution delegate to him 
the extensive powers sought; neither 
could they see their way clear to accept 
hia second ])ropo8ition, which was in 
ellect that they give him a written guar- 
a'llee assuring him of a monopoly of 
calih^ laiidim; rights in the islands. (In 
tbe whole, the interview was far from 
satisfactory to the strong opponents of 
the Canadian-Australian scheme. 

A movement is well under way that 
may result in the early departure from 
these islands of li.OOO to 5.0UO of the I'or- 
tiigucse colony. Their plan is to go at 
the expense of their homo government 
to its new possessions in Africa. The 
goveinment is now sending colonists 
from Europe free of charge and with XI 
bonus per settler.

down. .-Msxi that the slopes of tbe reser- 
voir be faced with brick on edge instead 
of with concrete, as the former, besides 
beins niucl3 cheaper, would not be so in- 
juriously affected by a slight settlement 
of the embankments as would the latter, 
and in case it should be necessary to re- 
pair it at any time the work could be 
much more easily done than in concrete.

C.UIIBOO AND HORSEFLY. 

Experienced Hydraulic Miners on Their 
Way to the Works— The Mines and 
Their Prospects. (, 

Seattle, March 23.— Work on the 
Cariboo and Horsefly mines in British 
Col'umbia will begin very shortly. 
General Manager J. B. Hobson, in 
charge of both mines, arrived in this 
city on Saturday with twenty-nine 
miners from Placer county, Cal., selected 
because of their knowledge of hydraulic 
mining. The two mines are incorpor- 
ated under difTerent names, though the 
same parties aro interested in liotb. 
tieneral .Manager Hobson, in dcsci iliing 
the work ab'caily done mi the mines and 
their future prospects, said : 

■'The CaribiH) mine, whi<'b is larger 
and richer than the Ilorscllv. has cost 
the company .f lOO.Odil, or ^l(ii».0OU imire 
than the other. The yield froin a cubic 
yard of L;ravel from the two mines is 00 
and '20 cents, respectfully. You can 
estimate the wealth of the gravel when 
you consiiler that a yield of cents is 
about till? averatrc in Calilurnia. A canal 
twenty miles in length, with ai'apacity 
of 3,000 miners' inches, has been built 
from Lakes Polleya and Bootjack 
to the Cariboo mine, and another 
(!anal twelve uiilcu long, with a 
capacity of 2,000 inches, from the 
Horsefly river to the Horsefly mine. 
These ditches were not finished until 
late last vear, and during tin; 45 daj's 
left of the' season, from Sept. I to Octo- 
ber ^0, .'fiiO.DOO vvus taken from the Cari- 
i boo. During a slightly longer period 
j ^.")0,0l)0 was taken from the Horsefly. Xo 
I dividends have been paid as yet, all the 
]irofit going into the equijimeiit. 'J'his 
season we expect to take ^M0O,0l)() from 
I the Cariboo,' and .'flOD.OUO from the 
' Horselly. 

"j\Ve really have the privilege of 
working the year round, as the ground 
is leased from the Dominion govern- 
ment, for $50 a year. Besides that, we 
agree to spend $5,000 a year in improve- 
ments. We have regular sleeping houses 
at both mines, and stores run by the 
company. Last season there were Ift 
men at work in the larger mine and (il) 
in the smaller. This year about twenty 
more will be put, on. During what ia 
iMllid the closed season, there have 
iieen 15 men at the Cariboo, and si:v(!n 
at the llon-.elly, doing winter work, such 
as putting in logs and driving tuniielH. 
The miners are paid from .f2.50 to .$.0 tier 
day. Ten monitors with a head of 800 
feet do the work of both mines. At 
Cariboo is Quesnelle I'orks, a ainall min- 
ing town of 200 inhabitants, arul each of 
the mines, which are about twenty-six 
miles apart, has a post office of its own. 
We think wo imdoubtedly have two of 
the richest mines in the country."

Without Precedent fof Severltj- 
the Aunals of tlio Boisterous 
Southern Seas. 



Cont'ereiitti of Colonial Premiers- 
New Steamer Ordered for Hud- 
dart, Parlier & Co. 



According to the o/licers of the R. M. 
S. Wanimoo, wliieli arrived from Syd- 
ney on Sunday night, tlie next Steamer 
from Australasia may be connted upon 
•to bring full details of the practical ob- 
literation by a iiurricane, on the Cth of 
the present niontli, of the city of Suva. 
Tlie Canadian-Australian liner liad for- 
tunatel}' left the Fijian capital just Ije- 
fore the terrible storm set in, otherwise 
she, too, would have been contributed 
to swell the losses by the gale. The cy- 
clone, which Ih reported to have been 
the most sever© in the historv of tlie 
soutbei-n seas, appeared, to quote Purser 
Humphries, to come from every nuarter 
.of the compass, and raged with unmeas- 
urable velocity for upwards of forty 
hours, during all of which time the shiji 
Avas "slowed down," battling with the 
elements. 

In -Mr. i I LiMi [ihrii_'.'j' mind and in tin! 
opiniiin of liin lirullier ullicers, Suva liail 
no ciiaiu'c to I'.srape ami muHt have been 
laid in utter wreck Ijy tlie devaslatiiii; 
winilH. A.s a rule tlie liarrier reefs are 
.sutiifient to jirotect liie Hlii|i)iiii:; in Fi- 
jian liarliors, Imt tlio i^ale of tlie (itli is 
describei.l as strong eiiouj,'li to sweep out 
of the water llie bit.'i,'e.st Hteauiship 
alloat, and henc'e it is surmised that all 
of tiKi luilf dozen ves.sels loadiiif; curi;o 
in port when tiio ^VarriInoo called inuHt 
have sliared tbe fate of the town. Nor 
is it probable that Viti Levu island alone 
has suffered; the others of the group 
were fully aa much exposed to the gale 
as it, and all must have been similarly 
devastated. 

Such a calamity coming now means 
utter destitution to tlie Mjiaiis, who 
were counting; on redeeming their heavy 
linaiicial reverses of last year with this 
season's croiis of sn^ar, cotton and copra. 
Owing to the infrei|iiency of (.'oiimiiini- 
catioii with the outside world it is doubt- 
ful if tlie people of Fiji can seiul word of 
their distress, until the calling ol the Syd- 
ney-bound >Iiowera, which should have 
reached there Saturday or Sunday, hav- 
ing' been |)assetl by her companion ship 
on the 18th. 

Though but little known to the world 
of cominerco until included in the ports 
of call of the Canadian-Australian sti^am- 
ers, Fiji is one of the most important 
British colonies in the South seas, with 
a white population of about 2,500 and 
about fifty times that number of natives. 
The islands have for } eara past tlone an 
important trade in fruits, cotton, sugar, 
tea, copra and tobacco, their chief mar- 
kets being found in New Zcalami aiul 
the Australian colonies. Suva luta re- 
cently been brought proiiiinently before 
the world as one of tbe kuiding stations 
of the projecteil British cable to unite 
the Australian colonies and Canada. 

Aside from the nieiuurable huiricaui' 
the Warrimoo had a conii)aratively un- 
eventful pas."age — a voyage wliich would 
have been monotonous in the extnuiie 
but for the continuous iiad weather. 
Leaving Sydney on the 2l)th of February, 
she would have arrived here in the ordin- 
ary course of events two days earlier 
than she did — four days instead of two in 
advance of her schedule. Strong nortli- 
erly winds and squally weather held 
with the ship all the way to the ecpiator, 
which was crossed on the 10th inst., the 
fresh nnrtheast trades then being i)i(;ked 
lip and holding fair to Honolulu. Ship- 
pers o! that, city were taken by surprise, 
as they, like Victorians, were not look- 
ing for the ship until two days later at 
best, and in conseijuence the consign- 
ments of Hawaiian island fruits intended 
to be forwardetl to Victoria were not 
ready for delivery on shipboard during 
the steamer's limited stay in port — to 
the considerable loss of all parties con- 
cerned. 

Variable winds and S(jually weather 
marked the run from the Hawaiian 
islands to Oape Flattery, which was 
passed at 5.30 on Sunday evening, the 
ship doekiug at the ocean wharf hero be- 
tween 10 and 11, Capt. Bird was ac- 
,oompanied on the trip over by Mrs. 
Bird and liy .Mi's. Kendall, wife of the 
company's atieiil at Sydiiev, while the 
other lirst chis.'J |ias.-engers were: Mes- 
liami.'S Caiiiicll, Anakin, Colcbrook, ! 
l)yer, Ilorton, Siuitli, I'Miiigs ami l'"er- | 
iiande/. ; Miss ('aiiiiell ; Messrs. Caiin. 'II, j 
b'eid, llolhind (•_'), hu.xton, Carter, ( iar- 
ner, dilelirook, lirool;, Morris, Kobiu-i 
son. I.ai-iizi'tle, .lustelo, Walker, JJea, 
Kreiinlz, liver, Ib-iton, lierman. Smith, 
Peck, Wollf, :\Iorris, Diil'f, Forde, Sekin, 
Fermiiide/, and O'Connell. 

The conterenceof Colonial rreniiers in 1 
Sydney was to have taken place on the 
4th of March, all the colonies with the 
exception of Western Australia and New 
Zealanil being represented. The Prem- 
ier of Western Australia was invited to 
lie present, but asked to have it post- 
jioned till the end of the year; as this 
could iii't bo done, lie will not be able to 
take part in the jiroceeiliiigs. X>!w Zea- 
land was not asked to send a r(?presenta- 
tive, aa she is not concerned with federal 
defence, and lias shown no desire to 
federate with Australia. The ])nigrammo 
for consideration iit the conference 
included llu' iitiustions of Federal De- 
fence, Undesirable Immigration, Federal 
(Quarantine, and Coast Lights, and pos- 
sibly one or two other matters. The 
Victorian Premier, Mr. Turner, will nut 
be able to be present, and Victoria will 
therefore be represented by Mr. Best, 
Minister for Trade and Ouaifflms, and 
Mr. IJufTy, Postmaster-Genernl. 

By the French steamer Polynesien, 
which arrived in Sydney recently, ac- 
counts were received of several stai tling 
incidents, including several tragedies, in 
the l''rench jjoiial colony, and the wreck 
of a labor vessel in the Now llebridea. 
The chief item of news dealt with tlio 
murder of yi. Aubortin, one of the oldest 
and wealthiest residents in New Cale- 
donia, lie had been identified with the 
. commercial and jiolitical life of the set- 
t;lement for about 30 years and had made

It is said that the Tribune ia the or- 
gan of the Greenway Government. 
Does its tone indicate the way in which 
Die Cotninissioner.H wili be received by 
the tiovei-nnient of Manitoba? Will Mr. 
Greenway's iiKUiiier be cb'irlish and liis 
attitude unfriendly and suspicious? 
Will he have nothing but sour looks and 
harsh words for tlie messengers of 
peace? It is not likely. The leader 
of the Manitoba Government will at the 
very least treat liis visiU'i's witli com- 
mon coin-tcsy, and if he cannot enter- 
tain t lie i'foii'i--*iticiiis tlicy make he will 
surely have sense eiioim'b not to sliow 
by his hin.jiiage antl his nitmner that he 
has urejiklijcd those propositions before 
they were presented to him. He will be 
politic enough to cont;u;il from tlie peo- 
ple, both of his Province and the Do- 
minion, that he i>ref(.nH the su])postMl 
interests jf a party to the welfare of the 
country, and that the plaudits of a fac- 
tion are more trrateful to hint tiian the 
approbation of the rigbt-thinkin(j or 
right-feeling men of the whole Domin- 
ion. It ia not to be supposed that the 
ungraciousness, the boorishiiess and the 
luirrow-ininded utterances of tlie Tri- 
bune aie iiidieations of the way in 
which he regards tlui advances in the 
direction of peace that are being made 
by the Dominion Government. 

EG Yprs II FACTOR. 

What bits Great Britain done for 
Kgypt, itnd why in^^tead of t,'oin« to war 
to strent;tben that country does she not 
leave it and let the Egyptians manage or 
mismanage their own affairs in their 
own way? The British, it is true, occu- 
pied Egypt to advance their own inter- 
ests :ii)d the interests of other Kuropean 
nation.-. They have dune tliis tind while 
iloinj,' it they have cnferretl iiiimeiise 
benelits on the inbaliitaiits uf the conn 
try. If they left it "ow, us some advise, 
the native Egyptians would soon lose all 
these benefits. Abandoned by their 
British jirotecloi-.s the pcojile would 
.Hgain be iU-trcati^l and im poverishi«l 
by tyrannitial Turkii^b nder.-j. and tlico,'- 
ciipation of tlie ciMinti-y liy sonii- civil- 
ized nation Would, before very Ion;;, 
again become a necessity- 

The lx)ndon Times in a late issue 
shows what Egypt was when Great Bri- 
tain undertook to manage its affairs and 
what it is to-day. It says : 

When we v.-ere forced in the interests, 
of Europe to occupy Egypt fourteen 
years a<;o, itn plight was not much bet- 
ter tiiau that in which Armenia stands 
to-day. The vassals of the Sultan bad 
ruled in the spirit of their Suzerain. 
Despotism, corruption, poverty and debt 
saturated the whole fabric of society. 
The natural resources of the land had 
been neglected, and the earnings of the 
miserable peasants were wrung from 
theni bv all sorts of tyranny. The army 
was rotten ; justice was publicly sold ; 
crinie was ranipaut; the people were 
ground to the duat; the revenue 
was Dledged in utlvance for years. 
Such' was the Kgypt to winch 
we v'tiine. By inlin'to ittitienco, 
hv laborious eflbrts, by dint of sagacity 
and courage we Inivo slowly transformed 
itinto the Kgvptof to-day. Suspicion, 
ill-will and intrigue have hainpereil us 
at every step, but wo have gone steadily 
• onwards, doggedly diagging after us a 
^ ;people cowetl and unnerved by centuries 
of oppression. 

Yet in spite of all these drawbacks the 
Britisli have done a wonderfarwork in 



MS. MAEfJN'S OPINION. 

It might be supposed that Mr. Joseph 
Martin would be a gooti, if a partial, 
judge of the Manitoba school law, which 
he himself framed and of which, if wo 
do not mistake, he still acknowledges the 
paternity. This is what he said about 
that law in a letter over his own signa- 
ture to the Ottawa Citizen, ,Tuno lio, 
1895 : 

When I introduced the school bill of 
1800, I pointed out tiiat in so far as it 
provided for religious exercises in the 
schools, it was in my opinion defective. 
1 am one of those who deny the right of 
the state to interfere in any respect in 
matUirs of reliirion. I then siiid anil 
still think that the clause of the 1890 act 
which provides for certain religious ex- 
ercises I'.s iii(i>!l inijm^t tollif Roiiitui Callio- 
lirx. If the state is to recognize religion 
in its school legislation, such a recogni- 
tion as is ai'ce])table to Protestants only 
and in fact only to a majority of Protes- 
tants, i'.s /() 11:1/ iiiiiiil r(i7ik h/fiiiini/. 

The tiesire ;if those with wlioni I think 
in this matter is to eliniinale evt^-y iiues- 
tion of a religious nature from the school 
laws and to make the schools purely 
secular. This ha» not been done, in Man- 
iloba, and that course is apparently not 
supported by a majority of the people 
there. That being so, surely it will be 
atlmitted that the natureof religious ex- 
ercises or religious teaching (lam unable 
to make any clear distinction between 
the two) should be .fitch a.s is agreeable la 
III!' riiiiacii'iici'x of those whose money i.'< 
taken to .tupjxirt the Kchoola. 

As this was Mr. Martin's opinion of the 
provisions of his own law that related 
to religious exercises it surely will not 
be very hard for the Manitobti Govern- 
ment to amend that I'ttrt of the law 
wliicli even its a;:tlior ileclares to lie ile- 
fective. All that is now vvanted, as far 
as we know, is to make the religious 
teaching, as Mr. Martin himself puts it, 
" such as is agreeable to the consciences 
of those whose money is taken to su^)- 
port the schools." 

PARTIES IX QL'EEXSLAXn. 

The politics of the colonies of An.s- 
tralia luive an interest for the intelligent 
men in all parts of the t^ueeii's Domin- 
ions. It is in those colonies and in Xow 
Zealand that the cause of Labor has 
become an element more or less power- 
ful in politics. There is in each of those 
colonies a distinctive Labor party. In 
all of then! labor has its representatives 
in the Legislature. Anil in Aiisti-alasia 
the advocates of the cause of Labor have 
been more outspoken than they have 
been anywhere else in the Empire. 

In Queensland, where preparations 
are being made for a general election, 
the Laljor party has seventeen 
members in a Legislative Assimii- 
bly of seventy-two. Labor there 
has its newspaper organ, The Worker, 
having a wide circulation and conducted 
by able men. The aims of the party are 
strongly and clearly expressed in this 
newspaper and in the speeches of its 



mandate to effect the reconstructtun ot 

society on the basis of connnunfsm. The 
question is one to wliii-'h few can bein- 
iliU'erent, and with regard to which none 
coultl wish to be neutral." 

A good many will say that the Leader 
of the Queensland t^iovernuient is wise 
in his generation, lie would be foolish 
to allow his opponents, who are really 
Socialists and who desire to establish 
Socialism, to seek the votes of the elect- 
ors on false pretences. He '\b wise in 
holding up his opponents to the people 
as they actually are, and in compelling 
them to defend what are really their 
principles or to repudiate them alto- 
gether. There is a tendency for extrem- 
ists to keep their true principles in the 
background and to try to get into the 
Legislature on some side issue, but when 
they are once iti power they throw 
off the mask autl vole for measures 
that the men who elceted them would 
not dream of supporting. In tiiieens- 
land, as Mr. Nelson has stripped the 
Socialists of their disguises, the electors 
will know that in Voting for a follower of 
Mr. Glassy, they are voting for a man 
who, as soon as the opportunity otl'ers, 
will support the whole Socialist plat- 
form, anil who, iu the meautirae, will do 
his best to strengthen the Socialist ptirty. 

It will be interivuting to observe the 
results of Mr. iNelsou's policy. He is 
the only leader of a Government in Aus- 
tralia who calls a Socialist a Socialist, no 
matter what disguise it suitsliim for t) e 
nioment lo wear, „y by whiil name he 
chooses to call hims^'lf. The tiiieens- 
lanii Premier tliiuks a great iletil of ])rlu- 
ciplea and very bltle oi names.

A travklleH's story. 

Tlio Liissian (.iiiveller who said tl^af 
the Mabdi lia.'^ iit)U,000 men all trained 
ttixl disciplined at hia disposal, was 
drawing very largely on the credulity of 
hia hearers. Slatin Pasha, who lived 
many years in the Soudan, and who 
probablv kiiow'S as lUUeh ttbout its re- 
sources a.'i any white "lan in existence, 
stiys that the .Maiidi lia.s not even 50,000 
lighting men at bis dif'liosiil. It takes a 
large jiopulation to put 300,000 tigliting 
men in the field, and the population of 
the Soudan ig not lurge. Slatin Tasha's 
estimate ia no doi,ijt much nearer the 
mark than that of the Rus'iiaii travelliM-, 
But it will iiotbcetLsy todefetit even 50,000 
Dervishes, if they urt- W'ell armed and if 
they light as the iJervishes did in the 
last war. It will be remembered that 
the Egyptian troops fled from them like 
frightened sheep. Before the war was 
over the Egyptian soldiers fought a little 
better, but thev are iiot to bo trusted to 
make ;i stum! against the Arabs unle.'^s 
they are hticked Wyt by Kuropean troojis. 

It seeiii-'i that tliu Pervishes have aa- 
titajjated the Uritishr they have de- 
chired a holy war ugjJ-inst Egypt. It is 
yet to be seen whether the Dervishes 
will light as w-ell under the present 
Mabdi as they did under his father. In 
the last war they fought like ticnds. 
Their bravery excHeii the wonder and 
the admiration of the liriti.sh. They 
may not be so cntbuHiastic now sis thev 
were fourteen years or go ago; but if 
they are, even fifty thousand of them 
will give the British fjroopa enough to do.

Mil. U.oGiciis presiMited a petition from 
Thos. Dunn, 1). McGillivniy, D. Oppun- 
heinier ;>nd otliein, aakinu leave to pre- 
sent pelitiona for incorporation for tlie 
purpose of operating on Lightning and 
Antler creeks in tliedistiict of Oarilioo. 

Mil. KicLiau, as u question of privilege, 
read from the report of the speech made 
by Jlr. Hume on Friday that, " Ho (Mr. 
Hume) took exception to the statement 
of Mr. Kellie that the mining men are 
in favor of this bill." Mr. Kellie de- 
clared he bad not said that the mining 
men were in favor of the bill, but rather 
that thoy do not object to the amond- 
nient making the mining tax one per 
cent, on the smelter retui'ns. 

Hon. Mb. Tuhnkh |)resented a return 
respecting the payment of .•flO.OOO to the 
representatives of the late Frederick 
Adams, on account of the bonds for his 
contract with the (government. 

Hon. Col. Hakku introduced bills to 
amend the " Buioau of niiiiea act" and 
to amend the " Insane asvhima act, 
1S93." 

Mu. FousTKit moved for a return 
showing: (a) Tlio total cost of tli(3 ljuard 
of horticulture since its formation ; (1)) 
the amount of fees collected by the 
fruit inspector, members of the I'oard, 
and by oflicials coiiiieoted with the 
board; (c) the amount of fees i)aid into 
the consolidated revenue fund, and paid 
to tlie board respectively; (d) the travel- 
ling e.Kpen.ses of the fruit inspectur, 
members of the board, and officials (if 
any) of tlie board, giving each individ- 
ual's exijcnses separately ; (o) the num- 
ber of meetings adilri'ssed by the fiuit 
inspectur and incinlnTS ol the lioani, 
ami ul record is kept) llie attendance at 
such Jniei't int,'s ; (I) the travelling ex- 
))eiises of the I'niit inspcctoi- and incm- 
l)ers 1)1 the bnard when tiavt'Uing to and 
from eacli particular meeting, .\grecd 
to. 

'IMa. Williams moved; "Wliereas the 
value of the salmon catch in liritish Co- 
lumbia now exct'eds .^I),00t),ll00 aiumal- 
ly ; and whereas it is generally conceded 
that the improvement in the run on the 
I'raser river has been largely due to tlie 
I'.atohery ; and whereas a sum of over 
*23,000 18 annually collected for (ishing 
licenses, while the cost of building and 
operating hatcheries is comparatively 
trifling ; and whereas there has been a 
failure in the run of salmon on the 
iSkeena for tliroo years in sueeosaioii ; 
and whereas the inuuediate cHtalilish- 
nient of numerous hatcheries in tlicpiD- 
vince is a matter of lirst iuijioitance : 
Tlierefore bo it resolved, That a respect- 
ful address be ])resentcd to His Honor 
the Lieuteiiaiit-Lioveinor, praying tliat 
he will cause urgent representations to 
be made to the Dominion government 
of the importance of estalilisliiiig iidili- 
tional fish hatcheries in this province. 

Capt. Iuvino said he had before liini 
a resolution passed at a public inefcting 
at Vancouver expressing approval of the 
course of Hon. .J. H.Turner with respect 
to the British Pacific railway. He wish- 
ed to know, therefore, why the three 
members from Vancouver should not 
come over to the government side of the 
house. 

Motion agreed to. 

THE I.ATK MUS. UAVIi;. 

Hon. Mr. Tuknuk moved: "That 
"whereas it has pleased Aliuighty God to 
remove by the hand of death from our 
midst Mrs. Davie, wife of the Plon. 
Theodore Davie, Cliief .Justice, ami late 
Premier of the province, the members of 
this legislature desiro to express their 
lieep sorrow thereat and to extend to 
the bereaved liusliaiid anil family heart- 
felt sympathy in the great loss they have 
•sustained." The mover said he thouglit 
this resulution re(|uired very few words 
ill suppiirt of it. Many of the meiiiliera 
knew the late .Mrs. Davie as a woman of 
estimable parts, who bad performed 
numerous kind and charitable actions in 
an unostentatious manner. He thouglit 
all would join with him in expressing 
a sense of the great loss which her death 
has caused to the community. Her 
'best monument will undoubtedly be 
iound in the kind remembrance which 
will remain in the hearts of her numer- 
ous friends in British Columbia. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Semlin, the leader of the opposition, and 
unanimously agreed to; to be signed by 
the Speaker and forwarded to the Chief 
Justice. 

Mu. Kklliic moved for returns shmv- 
iiig the sciiool attendance in the districts 
of Westminster, Kaiiiloopa, Cowicliaii, 
Vernon, Spallumcheon and Kaslo, and 
the amount jiaid by the governiiieiit per 
head ; also showing the provincial rev- 
enue and ex|ienditure in the districts of 
Vancouver, 'iVestiniiister, Yale and West 
.Kootenuy. .Vgreed lo. 

ASSKSSMLNT HILL. 

The liouse again went into cimiinittce 
on the liill to amend the asseshinent act. 
Mr. Hunter in tlie chair. 

Mi:. KnciiKN, on thi; section respect- 
ing the income lax. askcnl lo what i ! 
of incomes tliis tax is to be ap;ilied — 
whether for instance the incomes derived 
from coal mines will lie taxed. 

Mil. BiiYDKN said he wished to correct 
the impression which seemed to prevail 
aoiongst some of the members, that the 
coal mines are not taxed. As a mutter 
of fact they ar<^ taxed, on real and per- 
sonal prcip'erly, and heavily taxed. 

IIiiN. .Mr. Ti rni;k said the income tax 
does nut apply to incunies derived fi-um 
property otherwise tuxe(l; fur instance, 
a inerciiant whose stock in lra<l(! is 
taxed will not lie cliargetl on the iiieonie 
derived from it, but an agent, having no 
Htock ill traile to he taxed, Will have to 
pay on his income. The cliief now rev- 
enue lie expecteil from this source would 
be from the banks and large agenciea. 

'Mr. Skmlin said the opposition did 
not intend to ojipose the general details 
of this bill, but there was one point 
which he would most strenuously urge, 
and that was with respect to the tax nn 
mortgages, which he held ought to be 
removed. 

Mu. KiTciiHN' said the bad feature of 
this mortgage tax is that the wrong ner- 
8011 eventually has to pny it — the bor- 
rower, ill iilace of the lender. 

Ho.M. INIu. TintNF.it jiointed out that un- 
fortunately this is tlie case with respect 
to the real estate tax and every other 
tax — tlie wrong person pays it, and even 
in jMigland no way to prevent this had 
been discovered. 

The bearing of the so-called mortgage 
tax was discussed at considerable length 
without result. 

Mk. Kitchen, upon the section deal- 
ing with the tax proposed to be placed 
upon gold and silver mines, argued that 



the coal mines should be placed in the 
same position. The three coal com- 
panies operating oil Vancouver island 
he said now pay, in taxes on real and 
personal property, only about $5,000 a 

ir, and" he held that this is altogether 
out of proportion to what the mines in 
Ivcotenay are to he called 'jpon l(j pav. 
He wanted to Vie informed by the Fi- 
nance Ministei' whether it is in the 
[lower of the house to tax the coal mines 
in the way he proposed. 

Hon. Mn. Tdrneu said he could not 
be expected to answer such a question 
oQ'-hand. 

Mr. Kellie questioned whether, if 
the government threw oil" the taxes on 
real and personal property as applied to 
coal mines, and substituted a one jier 
cent, tax such as now to be levied on 
the gold and silver mines, the rettirn 
would not be less that what the coal 
mines now pay. 

The same question was raised by 
other speakers, ami a lung discuasion 
ensued, the luatler eventually being 
dropped. 

lioN. Mn. Tb-iiNi:i!, in answer to Mr. 
Cotton, said he thought that mines 
wliicli are not shipping and therefore 
would not pay anything under this act, 
should pay a tax on personal property, 
to which under the act as at present 
they are liable. 

Mr. KbijLie protested against placing 
a tax on mines not shipping, while coal 
mines are exempt. 

Dr. Walkem said he believed that a 
heavier tax than the present on the coal 
mines would have the efl'ect of closing 
some of those now operating, the prod net 
from which is sold at very small profit in 
coin|)etition with coal pnxliiced by cheaj) 
foreign labor. 

.Vfter having passed several sections 
the committee rose and rejiorted iiro- 
gress. 

Hon. Cm,. ]!Ai-;i:ii staled in answer lo 
Mr. Semlin that night sessions would 
probably commence on Wednesday. 

Mu. llioLMOKKN inlrodiiced a bill to 
amend the " Investment and loan socie- 
ties act." 

Tne house adjourned at 5 :55 p.m. 



MR ADAMS' COiNTRACT. 

The Grounds Upon Which Ten Thoiisand 
Dollars Was Paid to the Bank of 
British Columbia. 

The return on this subject presented to 
the legislature yesterday, shows that the 

late Frederick Adams before his death 
directed the payment to the Hank of 
liritish t'oluiiibia — for the heiielit of llie 
crediliirs after the claim of the! hank 
had been satisfied — of all moneys becom- 
ing duo liy the governuieiit on accijunl 
of his contract ; and that this direction 
was confirmed hy his widow as executor 
of bis will. The return then preseiit.s 
the following cojiy of a report of a com- 
mittee of the executive council approvetl 
on tlie 13tii April, 1895: 

" On a memorandum from the Hon. 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works dated the 10th Ajiril, 18i)5, refer- 
ring to the contract No. 2 for the con- 
struction of the parliament buildingsen- 
tered into between the late Frederick 
Adams and the late Chief Commissiouer 
of Lands and Works ; 

"The minister reports that the said 
contractor gave no bonds for the due ful- 
filment ot his t'ontract, but in lieu thereof 
a reduction of ^15,000 was made in con- 
tract i^rice. The minister further reports 
that al)out oiie-t bird 01 the work to be 
done under said nuilract has up to this 
date been performed. The niini.sler also 
reports that neootiations \iiivv. for some 
time been pending towards the giving of 
good and sufficient bonds for the due 
and expeditious completion of the sai<l 
C(jntract. The minister further reports 
that the works were not being prosecuted 
as expeditiously as desired, and it was 
expedient that security should be taken 
for the due fulfilment of the balance of 
the contract according to exact terms as 
to time and otlierwise. The minister 
further reports tliat on the 22nd day of 
March, l.s',)5, a joint and several bond in 
the sum of .fJO.OOO was entered into by 
iMoses Me(_rrei;or, (.ieorge .Teeves and 
.lames liaker, oljligors, and the minis- 
ter, obligee, guaranteeing tlie due fulfil- 
ment of the Adaiiis contract No. '2, but 
which bond was somewhat irregular, 
and a fresh bond in addition for a like 
Bum and a similar nature wa.s asked for 
to be entered into by the same jiarties 
and Frederick Adams. 

"The minister reports tliat the Kai<l 
contractor was drowned at sea on the 
22nd day of March last, and that on the 
2!)th day of March the additional joint 
and several bond for $20,000, executed 
by the said McGregor & Jeeves, and 
Baker and Sarah Adams, the widow of 
the said Frederick Adams (who as the 
sole devisee and legatee under the will of 
the said Frederick Adams had i>roved 
the same) for the due fulfilment of th«' 
said contract as above, was delivered to 
him. 

"I'lie minister further reports that 
there is in the hands of I he i_'oveninie,iit 
the sum of ^.S,222.'.I0, whicli sum has 
been i etaine<i by I be >,'overn men t and is 
so retained as a security lor the due 
( oniiiletioii of tin: contract ami deilucled 
on the basis of tiie original contract of 
Frederick Adams when it was contem- 
jilated he was to furnish bondsmen for 
the due fulfilment of bis coi. tract. The 
minister reports that the said ;.'uaraiitee 
80 entered into as aforesaid is satisfac- 
tory. 

'•The committee of council com ur in 
the above reiiort and advise that the sum 
of .$10,0(10 lie" paid over to the legal rep- 
resentatives of the said Frederick Adams, 
or anv other person or company duly 
authorized to receive the same, 
as a consideration for tlie 
Ijiiaraiitee that the saiil contract u ill 
be eaiiied out in its entirety, and 
further adviae that the Huni of .'i;S,222.'.K), 
so retained tiy the government, be iiaid 
out to the said legal rejiresi'iilative.", or 
other pcusoiis or comjiany authori/.ed to 
r(!ceive the same, on the understanding 
that the said latter sum shall be repaid 
to the government from time to time by 
deductions of 14 per cent, from the jiro- 
gress estimates to be issued by the archi- 
tect from time to time, as the work pro- 
gresses, 10 per cent, of which 14 per 
cent, being an amount to be retained by 
tlie government as a security for the duo 
completion of the contract and i jier 
cent, to repay the government for the 
jiayinent over of the said sum of $S,- 
222.00, and that warrants be issued for 
the said sums of $10,000 and $8,222.00 
respectively."

Me.>:ico, I\it,dit Kev. Bishoj) Lemrneiis 
returned homo on Sunday in excellent 
health and pleaseil with what he had 
seen and heard in the southern republic. 
It was an invitation to be present at the 
crowning of the miraculous picture of 
Nijstra 8enona de Guadalupe that took 
His Lordship to the City of Mexico, 
where he and the Coadjutor Archbishop 
of Quebec ri'iiresented the Roman Cath- 
olic cl(?rgy of Canada, there being also a 
number of Cniied States bishops 
annm^ tiie other iiii;nitaries. The s^lory 
of the piclure is an iiitercetiiig onu and 
Liishop heimuena said yesterday that he 
had seen proofs enough to convince him 
that it was no legend but a historical 
fact. 

In the year lolSl .fuan Diego was pass- 
ing the pla<:e wliert! thi^ mai;iiilicerit 
church now stands, three inilea outside 
the (3ity of Mexico, when suddenly a 
lady appeared to him and toM him t 
go to Archbishop Ziiniarrpa of JIe.\ico 
City and tell him to build a cliurcli 
there. Juan did so, but the Archbishop 
demanded proof of his story. Juan went 
away and was then called to another 
jilare to take care of his uncle who was 
sick.

After the ceremonies liishop Ia'IU- 
meiis, ill responsit to a. reiir.cst of llie 
veneralile .\ rcb bisho|) Lo'^il (jf Jalisco, 
travelle<l throii'jii tin' diocese, taking 
the unfrci|uente I piuds which the Arch- 
liisliop, owing lo his great, age, was un- 
able to visit.

I'A'erywhere h(> was re(;eive<l 
with demonstrations of joy by the hiitli- 
ful.

ring as a sign of their devotion to the 
church. The Bishop found the Mexi- 
can people far difTerent from the ignor- 
ant, illiterate creatures they are com- 
monly renresentcd to be.

The recent heavy ruins tmd con.'Beqnent 
tlomls in the over sea colony of tjueens- 
liiud were thociiuscof numy terrible ilis- 
aeters during February last, but none 
more appnling and horrible than one 
which occurred in the Brisbane river on 
tlio afternoon of the 13th. The river be- 
ing Hooded in it.s tipjier ]inrt caused a 
slron;; iinil I'a.st current in thi! v.ide ))or- 
j tiou which is near Llriabaue. iiiiinense 
logs of timber and largo masses of rub- 
bish were borne down against the Vic- 
toria briii;:e, a Htructiire which linvini; 
been a suilcrcr by former 11.10(1.^ uasonlv 
in teiii|iorary use until the tratlic coiild 
he taken by a new bridge already in 
coiir.'se of const riict ion . The timber and 
iither debri.-^ aireelcd a lodgment on the 
ii(i.-t ream side of the bridoe, anil dcsiiite 
all id'lurts conlil not be dislod^'cd. Il wa.s 
feared that the roaihvay might be at any 
time curried away, ami therefore the 
authorities stopped the briilgc trnilie be- 
tween North and South Brisbane, and 
arranged for a f^rry service with three 
steamers, so that the citizens might not 
be seriously incoiiiiiioiled by the bridge't;! 
weak iie.SH. 

( liic of the steamers lal;en to this ser- 
vice was the Pearl, a sniiiil w. oden ves- 
sel of -11 ton.-^ gros.s, and licon.sed to carry 
IL'O persons. She started from the north 
side of the river on lli.e iifternooii of the 
llith to cross from (Queen's wharf to 
.Miisgrave ^diarf, and is sup]>used to 
Imve had about SO passengers on board. 
Two steamers were iiioorcil near the 
south side, the one the Normaiiby and 
the other the govornmeat steam yacht 
fjuciuda', a very smart and handsome 
steam craft. In the passage across the 
stream the Pearl became foul of the 
NoriDanby and was carried broadside on 
to the anchor chains of the Lucinda. 
The force of the collision cut the ferry 
ste.nmer almost in halves, and she im- 
niediatoly cansized, nil on board being 
cast into the water. M any saved t heir 
Uvea by clinging; to the anchor chains of 
the Lucinda. Several w<:re rescued Ijy 
bouts; lint it ia thought that ;!7 in all 
of the pa.'rscngera and crow were drown- 
ed. 

I-ieforo i) o'clock in the evening no 
fewer than 21 bodies had heen recovered. 
Steamers and boats scarcheii the lower 
part of the river, but in few instances 
vvii.s till! seandi successful. The agon- 
ized cries of the perishing men and wo- 
men as the Pearl heeled over was ap- 
palling. The utmost consternation pre- 
vnile<l ashore, toOj particularly on the 
south side of the river, where husbands, 
fathers and friends were e.'c peeled, and 
where those friends who had assembled 
to welcome home their loved ones were 
forced to witness the catastrophe wdiiidi 
cost tlii'in their live°, belfiless to render 
the slightest aid. There is, of course, 
iiiiicli uncertainty as to the actual num- 
ber or the names of those aboard the ill- 
fated boat, but as :iL' bodies were within 
tlireiMlays recovered, the number wdio 
lost iheir lives cannot be much under 
the original e.stiniato of 37. The li.st of 
the saved as publishetl totals •!(>. 

Even in the moment of facing death 
some were found who showed the cool 
courage of heroes. Harry Jarinan, a 
youni; law student, had a life buoy when 
the steamer went over; he quickly hand- 
ed it to his mother, who was saved, say- 
ing, " Here, mother, you must take it — 
think of the little ones." He could tnd 
swim a stroke and knew that he luid 
Httarcely one (dianeo of savini: his own 
life. Tames Wilson st rui:t;lcd deperatidv 
to save his ymin^r wile and would have 
doiieso had not another terrilied woman 
woiiiKl her arms abunt liini, forcing him 
to reiiiHi 11 isli his irrasp on his wife fm- a 
iiiiinient and that moiiKmt beinc eiioinjh 
fiirlierlo be swept tiway frniii him to 
her death. Hut;b Kerr iMorilen was 
drowned while icturniiii; from his wife's 
funeral, two of his orphaned children be- 
ing lost with him ami two others being 
.saved by the eflbrts of one of tho I.uciu- 
da's crew. They with six brothers and 
sisters still surviving ure left destitute 
by the double bereavement and the 
mayors of Brisbane and South Brisbane 
have started a fund for their relief, 
which bud alre.nlv reached a total of 
!:i.'!)0 when the W;!niiiinn left Sydney.
